DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. Figs. 1-4, smooth tubes with flat connecting member having fins and no 
channels, 

II. Fig. 5, non-smooth multivoid tube, 

III. Fig. 6, smooth tubes with connecting member having channels and no 

fins 

IV. Non-illustrated species of claims 5-7, 10, and 12, connecting member 
with channels and fins. 



2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
